School District Tax Rate 
To Decrease This Year 


Department Changes Are Made 


PLACENTIA — An increase in 
assessed valuation of nearly 
double that projected by the 

district staff coupled with an 

increase of $400,000 in the 

beginning balance will cause a 
decrease in the tax rate of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
of 26 cents below the rate in 
effect this year, according to a 
report given by former assistant 
superintendent E. Earle Brewer at 
last week’s board of education 
meeting. 

The tax rate for the school 
district is now projected at 
$5.0698 per $100 assessed 
valuation, down from this year’s 
$5.3298. 

Brewer said that the assessed 
valuation in the district rose 14.94 


percent for all common property. 
This included 14.41 percent for 
secured valuation and 40.91 
percent for unsecured district’s 
history. 

In addition to the $400,000 
additional in the beginning 
balance, the district added 
$328,555 in income from the 
increase in the unsecured 
valuation and $88,392 from the 
secured tax pool increase. 
Additional state income brings the 
increase in income to $517,904. 

The budget now shows income 
of $12,109,610 with expenditures 
of $1 1,934,650 and an 
undistributed reserve of 
$2,036,375, well above that 
projected by Brewer as needed to 
keep district solvency in the 
future.

Noted in Bursitis Increase 


Dr. Andrew Burpee of the
